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At Expense of Family 


In a notable Advent pastoral 
letter, the Archbishop of Birming- 
ham, England, declared that while 
‘the State in England is gaining 
in power, family life is losing its 
importance—-a sign of national 
idecay which, if not arrested, will 
lead ultimately to the ruin of so- 
clety. 

Archbishop Williams calls at- 
tention to modern conditions of 
life which make the practice of 
Christianity difficult, and says: 
'“The nation which allows the nat- 
ural basis of society, the family, 
to be destroyed by the artificial 
‘conditions of modern industrial 
civilization will gradually disap- 
‘pear; and its place will be taken 
by people who live under simpler 
conditions and preserve the family 
life. 

“The functions which ought to 
belong to the parents are now 
taken over by the State; it is the 
State which educates the children, 
takes responsibility for their health 
and often for their maintenance.

There came a time when people 
demanded definite dogma. Protes- 
tantism was born a negation. It 
simply protested against the teach- 
ings of Rome. It grew up like a 
gangling boy, scurrying away in an 
escape, with nothing certain in its 
ewn life. This attitude of protest 
eould not for long satisfy reason- 
able men and women. So various 
doctrines were excogitated. The 
suicidal tenet of private judgment 
was introduced. The purifying of 
ceremonial was-demanded, and the 
Pope and all that he represented | 
were everlastingly flayed in the 
pulpit and press. 

For over two hundred years, the 
skeleton worship of the Reformed 
Churches has endured. These cen- 
turies were taken up with a reli- 
gion, “pure and undefiled”, calcu- 
lated to reform the inward man. 
Statues of Mary and the Saints 
were ground to pieces, Sacred ves- 
sels of the “Idolatrous Mass” were 
desecrated, Altars were dragged 
down, the cathedrals were stripped 
of their age-old panoply. A church 
became a cold, joyless place in 
which to gather and commune with 
a tremendously rigid and distant 
God.

Against the glare of reason, Pro- 
testantism was found wanting. Pri- 
vate interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures manufactured as many reli- 
gions as there were religionists. 
State dictation in dogma destroyed 
any absolute divine authority. Di- 
verse doctrines in fundamentals un- 
balanced the whole structure. No 
hinking man could sincerely view 
the hodge-podge and consider it the 
Church Christ founded as “My 
Church,” that was to teach “these 
truths,” a unified system of truth, 
that was to be thé touchstone of 
Salvation.

The first significant movement 
followed the Open Pulpit Contro- 
versy of 1908. The Gorham case, 
which swept Cardinal Manning, 
Wilberforce and others into the 
Catholic Church some years before 
had its counterpart in the Pulpit 
Controversy. It suddenly exposed 
contradictions in the doctrine of the 
Episcopalian Church. Men, who had 
loved the traditions of their faith, 
looked with horror at a fundamen- 
tal truth stretched apart to meet 
the procrustean length of an 
empty pew. 

In the year 1908, the Episco- 
palian Church was comparatively 
calm, not too affected by the tragic 
plight of its Mother Church in 
England. The spirit of the Trac- 
Ptarians had already permeated its 
liturgy. At Nashotah Seminary, 
Divine Office was said, vestments 
and altar lights used; even Mass 
with reservation of the Eucharist 
obtained; and most important, 
there was a firm adherence, in the 
High Church Party, toa set body 
of doctrine, particularly to the ab- 
solute necessity of an Episcopacy. 
It held as fundamental that the 
power to preach and to perform 
ministerial duties was transmitted 
through the bishops. 

Against this background, a Gen- 

eral Convention was held in Rich- 
mond, Virginia. The Liberals con- 
trolled the meeting. Their modern- 
istic ideas conspired to weld to- 
gether Protestant sects by a relaxa- 
tion of their own ecclesiastical dis- 
cipline. They argued that any non- 
descript minister could occupy an 
Anglican pulpit. 
A protest arose concerning the 
Episcopal character of the Church. 
But the Liberals had-it all figured 
out. Do not stress the idea of 
Episcopacy. Have all Protestant 
sects admit a universal Episcopacy. 
Later on, worry whether it was 
sacerdotal, or ministerial or of 
apostolic origin. Give non-Anglican 
ministers the right to preach, in- 
voking the “prophet and priest” 
distinction from the Old Testament. 
With these temporizing arguments 
basing their decision, the Open 
Pulpit Legislation was passed with 
hardly a dissenting vote among the 
bishops. 

The decision tore at the soul of 
Episeopalianism. Bishop. White 
stood nearly alone in condemning it 
as “a step in progressive apostasy”. 
Immediately, nearly twenty minis- 
ters resigned their offices. Dr. Wil- 
liam McGarvey, the learned Super- 
ior of the Holy Saviour Commun- 
ity, published a provocative pamph- 
let, “The Open Pulpit in the Epis- 
copal Church.” It gave the signal 
for apostasies from the Episcopal 
Church. Close to twenty members 
of McGarvey’s community abandon- 
ed it. McGarvey, himself, became 
a priest and labored in an obscure 
parish in Philadelphia until his 
death. He was a liturgist of note, 
a fine dogmatic writer, and an in- 
spiring leader. His pamphlet re- 
flected perfectly the doubt that 
existed in the ranks of sincere 
theologians. Paul Francis, with his 
Anglican Community of Graymoor, 
N. Y., followed, as also did Dr. 
Kinsman, Bishop of Delaware. 

There came natural divisions such 
as the “Pro-Rome group” and the 
High Church Modernists. Nashotah 
House, symbolic of serene doctrine, 
was shaken to its foundations. Dr. 
Edward Hawks and Dr. Bourne, in- 
structor in theology, embraced 
Catholicism. Recently Dr. Hawks 
wrote of the contending thoughts 
that passed through his mind dur- 
ing these times. 

“Tf we were right, then Rome 
must be heretical. Rome heretical! 
How absurd.... Perhaps, this 
Anglican Church was only a sect. 
... T lay awake nights wondering 

ow I could assure myself that the 
Xs ican Church was at least in 
‘material schism, a hierarchical 
church, and not a sect.... How 
can anyone feel that he is a priest? 
... How to go?—How to leave 
Nashotah, whose every tree, lake 
and cloistered building was knit to 
my spirit by unnumbered memo- 
ries—?” :

stable at Bethlehem where poverty 
dwelt with Jesus, Mary and Jos- 
eph. Let us not linger in the com- 
fortable inn, where they had no 
room for the Son of God. Around 
the corner in every city, In every 
town, there are homes suffering 
under the dark shelter of poverty, 
and in that poverty there is no 
sweetness, no charm, no beauty. 

It creeps into the over-crowded 
rooms where families live, into the 
small houses, and wherever its 
black shadows falls it numbs with 
its cold and merciless breath. It 
steals the bread from the chil- 
dren’s mouths, the shoes from 
their feet, the bloom from their 
cheeks, the gaiety from their 
hearts. It steals the fire out of 
the grate, life and energy from the 
bodies of men and women, It 
steals faith and hope out of the 
hearts and souls of vast multi- 
tudes. It steals everything, and 
leaves nothing but despair. 

It tempts, crushes, demoralizes 
and debases its victims. It bears 
no resemblance to the holy poverty 
visioned by St. Francis, but is a 
gaunt, hideous spectre, the fruit- 
ful mother of tragedy and sin. To 
help, no matter in so humble a 
way, to transform this haunting 
terror, to soften the blows it deals 
out to its hapless victims, to heal 
the wounds it has inflicted on 
them, would be one of the noblest 
resolutions for the coming year. 

Those who keep the doors of 
their hearts closed against the 
miseries of God’s poor are—tn- 
consciously, perhaps, but neverthe- 
less actually—helping the forces 
of evil in their world-wide attack 
against all that Christianity stands 
for. Poverty unrelieved, ignored, 
contemned and despised, will be- 
come one of the most powerful 
allies of the enemies of Christ. 

The world struggle between the 
forces of Christ and anti-Christ 
has already commenced. ere is 
no time for hesitation or delay. 
“Slowly, but surely,” says Arch- 
bishop Downey of England, “the 
modern world is being forced to 
face the dilemma-—either the Com- 
munism which grows out of the 
love of one’s neighbor for Christ’s 
sake, or the Communism which is 
imposed by the iron hand of co- 
ercion; either the Communism 
which is based on justice and 
charity, or the Communism which 
ig rooted in robbery and violence. 
Once again men are bidden to 
choose between Christ and Barab-

In his address the President laid 
down the principle that the Gov- 
ernment should guarantee “to the 
churches—Gentile and Jew-—the 
right to worship God in their own 
way. “Such freedom in the United 
States is already guaranteed by 
National and State Constitutions. 
Therefore, we may take the words 
of the President as a warning for 
other nations sugh as Russia, Mex- 
ico, Spain and Germany, which 
have been most active in the per- 
secution of religion. The example 
of our President is in itself a 
silent rebuke to the leaders of 
those nations which are trying to 
outlaw God. 


COMMUNISM “A TRAVESTY 


The Archbishop of St. Andrews 
and Edinburgh, in Scotland, re- 
cently gave an address on the evils 
of Communism, which he described 
as a blasphemous travesty on the 
Catholic Church. 

Archbishop McDonald said the 
Holy Father feels deeply © his 
responsibilities to his children, and 
His Holiness was not likely to 
utter again and again that clear 
call if He had not been convinced 
of the imsistence and imminence of 
the danger. The Sovereign Pon- 
tiff pleads with his children to 
organize themselves in defense of 
the sorely-stricken world. 

“It is the old struggle,” con- 
tinued the Archbishop, “between 
the devil, the world and the flesh, 
only it has assumed a new form. 
There is this very big difference 
between the present and other 
such heresies—-never was one more 
complete in its detail nor more 
carefully timed to catch the hun- 
gry masses when they want some- 
thing to fall back upon.” 


THE CAUSE OF THE 
TROUBLES OF SPAIN 


Because the election of the new 
Cortes in Spain revealed a strong 
revulsion against radical parties 
and extreme policies, it was nat- 
ural that the Socialists and the 
defeated ‘politicians should be keen- 
ly disappointed and raise cries of 
fraud and ecclesiastical interfer- 
ence. But they did not resort to 
open violence. This was left to 
Spanish anarchists. Their party is 
more than a nickname, or term of 
political reproach, in Spain. It is 
an organization avowing itself to 
be anarchistic, with a known mem- 
bership and perfectly understood 
plans of upsetting all Govern- 
ments by intimidation, the burning 
of churches and other buildings 
and outright murder.—New York 
Times.

The first significant movement 
followed the Open Pulpit Contro- 
versy of 1908.

In the year 1908, the Episco- 
palian Church was comparatively 
calm, not too affected by the tragic 
plight of its Mother Church in 
England. The spirit of the Trac-

were everlastingly flayed in the 
pulpit and press, 

For over two hundred years, the 
skeleton worship of the Reformed 
Churches has endured. These cen- 
turies were taken up with a reli- 
gion, “pure and undefiled”, calcu- 
lated to reform the inward man. 
Statues of Mary and the Saints 
were ground to pieces, Sacred ves- 
sels of the “Idolatrous Mass” were 
desecrated, Altars were dragged 
down, the cathedrals were stripped 
of their age-old panoply: A church 
became a cold, joyless place in 
which to gather and commune with 
a tremendously rigid and distant 
God. 

The emphasis on interior worship 
necessarily paralyzed the little per- 
sonal ceremonies that had _ sur- 
rounded the memories of Christ and 
His Eucharistic presence. Salvation 
had become a terrifying business, 
to be worked out in the grim arena 
of one’s own soul. 

Strangely enough, no intellectual 
Protestant had the power to drive 
successfully through this maze of 
contradiction. It was left to the 
Tractarians first to wedge open the 
“rock-ribbed” dogmas of the Re- 
formers.

The work of Newman, Pusey, 
Froude and the other Tractarians is 
well known, They started innocent- 
ly enough. They wanted rebirth, 
not revolt. They felt that the tra- 
ditional ceremonies of the Church 
should be revived, that the theology 
and faith of the Fathers of the 
Church should return. It was a 
bombshell to the smugness of the 
old school. Controversy followed, 
and Protestantism began to show 
its fatal shortcomings. 

The decision of Newman, Ward, 
Manning and the hundreds of 
others who followed, was inevitable. 
Against the glare of reason, Pro- 
testantism was found wanting. Pri- 


vate interpretation of the Scrip- 


tures manufactured as many reli- 
gions as there were religionists. 
State dictation in dogma destroyed 
any absolute divine authority. Di- 
verse doctrines in fundamentals un- 
balanced the whole structure. No 
thinking man could sincerely view 
the hodge-podge and consider it the 
Church Christ founded as “My 
Church,” that was to teach “these 
truths,” a unified system of truth, 
that was to be the touchstone of 
Salvation. : 

In the light of these facts, we 
can understand the inheritance of 
Our present day. The phenomena 
of ministers meeting in discussion 
and agreeing on no one doctrine of 
faith, ecclesiastics like Dr. Barnes, 
Anglican Bishop of Birmingham, 
Preaching radical evolution, critic- 
izing Transubstantiation in the 
Eucharist, generally indulging in 
heretical pronouncements, and 
withal remaining spiritual head of 
& diocese are found without num- 
ber. They are the natural offspring 
or the Protestant Revolt. Only in 
myth, does Chaos ever beget any- 
thing but Chaos, 3 : 

Open Pulpit Controversy” 

Before the dawn of the twentieth 
century there was no definite 
Romeward Movement in the United 
States. The Churches were held to- 
gether by their one and only com- 
mon doctrine, hatred of Rome. 
Waves of bigotry, like 
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liturgy. At Nashotah Seminary, 
Divine Office was said, vestments 
and altar lights used; even Mass 
with reservation of the Eucharist 
obtained; and most important, 
there was a firm adherence, in the 
High Church Party, to a set body 
of doctrine, particularly to the ab- 
solute necessity of an Episcopacy. 
It held as fundamental that the 
power to preach and to perform 
ministerial duties was transmitted 
through the bishops. 

Against this background, a Gen- 
eral Convention was held in Rich- 
mond, Virginia. The Liberals con- 
trolled the meeting. Their modern- 
istic ideas conspired to weld to- 
gether Protestant sects by a relaxa- 
tion of their own ecclesiastical dis- 
cipline. They argued that any non- 
descript minister could occupy an 
Anglican pulpit. 
| A protest arose concerning the 
Episcopal character of the Church. 
But the Liberals had.-it all figured 
out. Do not stress the idea of 
Episcopacy. Have all Protestant 
sects admit a universal Episcopacy. 
Later on, worry whether it was 
sacerdotal, or ministerial or. of 
apostolic origin. Give non-Anglican 
ministers the right to preach, in- 
voking the “prophet .and priest” 
distinction from the Old Testament. 
With these temporizing arguments 
basing their decision, the Open 
Pulpit Legislation was passed with 
hardly a dissenting vote among the 
bishops. 

The decision tore at the soul of 
Episeopalianism. Bishop White 
stood nearly alone in condemning it 
as “a step in progressive apostasy”. 
Immediately, nearly twenty minis- 
ters resigned their offices. Dr. Wil- 
liam McGarvey, the learned Super- 
ior of the Holy Saviour Commun- 
ity, published a provocative pamph- 
let, “The Open Pulpit in the Epis- 
copal Church.” It gave the signal 
for apostasies from the Episcopal 
Church. Close to twenty members 
of McGarvey’s community abandon- 
ed it. McGarvey, himself, became 
a priest and labored in an obscure 
parish in Philadelphia until his 
death. He was a liturgist of note, 
a fine dogmatic writer, and an in- 
spiring leader. His pamphlet re- 
flected perfectly the doubt that 
existed in the ranks of sincere 
theologians. Paul Francis, with his 
Anglican Community of Graymoor, 
N. Y., followed, as also did Dr. 
Kinsman, Bishop of Delaware. 

There came natural divisions such 
as the “Pro-Rome group” and the 
High Church Modernists. Nashotah 
House, symbolic of serene doctrine, 
was shaken to its foundations. Dr. 
Edward Hawks and Dr. Bourne, in- 
structor in theology, embraced 
Catholicism. Recently Dr. Hawks 
wrote of the contending thoughts 
that passed through his mind dur- 
ing these times. 

“If we were right, then Rome 
must be heretical. Rome heretical! 
How absurd.... Perhaps, this 
Anglican Church was only a sect. 
... 1 lay awake nights wondering 


how T could assure myself that the 


lican Church was at least in 
material .schism, a hierarchical 
ehurch, and not a sect.... How 
can anyone feel that he is a priest? 
.. « How to go?—How to leave 
Nashotah, whose every tree, lake 
and cloistered building was knit to 
my spirit by unnumbered memo- 
ries—7?”

stable at Bethlehem. where poverty 
dwelt with Jesus, Mary and Jos- 
eph. Let us not linger in the com- 
fortable inn, where they had no 
room for the Son of God. Around 
the corner in every city, in every 
town, there are homes suffering 
under the dark shelter of poverty, 
and in that poverty there is no 
sweetness, no charm, no beauty. 

It creeps into the over-crowded 
rooms where families live, into the 
small houses, and wherever its 
black shadows falls it numbs with 
its cold and merciless breath. It 
steals the bread from the chil- 
dren’s mouths, the shoes from 
their feet, the bloom from their 
cheeks, the gaiety from. their 
hearts. It steals the fire out of 
the grate, life and energy from the 
bodies of men and women, It 
steals faith and hope out of the 
hearts and souls of vast multi- 
tudes. It steals everything, and 
leaves nothing but despair. 

It tempts, crushes, demoralizes 
and debases its victims. It bears 
no resemblance to the holy poverty 
visioned by St. Francis, but is a 
gaunt, hideous spectre, the fruit- 
ful mother of tragedy and sin. To 
help, no matter in so humble a 
way, to transform this haunting 
terror, to soften the blows it deals 
out to its hapless victims, to heal 
the wounds it has inflicted on 
them, would be one of the noblest 
resolutions for the coming year. 

Those who keep the doors of 
their hearts closed against the 
miseries of God’s poor are—un- 
consciously, perhaps, but neverthe- 
less actually—helping the forces 
of evil in their world-wide attack 
against all that Christianity stands 
for. Poverty unrelieved, ignored, 
contemned and - despised, will be- 
come one of the most powerful 
allies of the enemies of Christ. 

The world struggle between the 
forces of Christ and anti-Christ 
has already commenced. There is 
no time for hesitation or delay. 
“Slowly, but surely,” says Arch- 
bishop Downey of England, “the 
modern world is being forced to 
face the dilemma—either the Com- 
munism which grows out of the 
love of one’s neighbor for Christ’s 
sake, or the Communism which is 
imposed by the iron hand of co- 
ercion; either the Communism 
which is based on justice and 
charity, or the Communism which 
ig rooted in robbery and violence. 
Once again men are bidden to 
choose between Christ and Barab- 
bas.”——-Maurice VY. Reidy, in the 
Catholic Times, England.

An even greater need than a list 
of recommendéd books is a list of 
recommended movies. The Catho- 
lic Alumnae Bulletin, The Queen’s 
Work, and other Catholic Associa- 
tions publish such lists, but Cath- 
olices as a rule seldom see them. 
The “white lists” appear too irreg- 
ularly and are circularized in too 
much of a hit or miss fashion to 
do very much good. In order to 
obtain the best results, such a list 
should be published every week in 
ALL Catholic publications.

The Bishop, in his presidential 
address, said Catholics rejoiced 
that girls in convents throughout 
England realized they were all- 
important to the Church of Christ 
and that the Church looked to 
them for help and victory. 

It was emphasized by the Bishop 


that: | 

“It had been their privilege 
to receive the gift of Faith, and 
they had no business to keep 
that gift to themselves... In 
so far as anyone dimmed that 
gift of the Faith they increased 
the darkness round them.” 

The fact that stressed that “the 
junior members of the Catholic 
Women’s League today were fit- 
ting themselves for work in the 
future when they would become in- 
struments of God in His time and 
would serve Him in His way.” 

His Lordship pointed out 

“ ..a prevalent danger to- 
day to Catholics was that of 
getting absorbed in external 
action. The antidote to that was 
to spiritualize their work in con- 
formity with the principles of 
the Church.” 

A thought suggested by Mlle. 
Christine De Hemptinne (Presi- 
dent of the Youth Section of the 
International ‘Union of Catholic 
Women’s Leagues) presents our 
own problem in America. She said: 
“In traditional Catholic countries 
the tendency sometimes was to 
grow sleepy, but in a Protestant 
country like England they had to 
fight.” 

In passing, we might comment, 
if England has to fight, what of 
the Catholics in America? Is it 
not important that we impress 
Catholic standards and Catholic 
ideals on public thought by Cath- 
olic Action? Should we not, for 
instance, bring the Movies to de- 
cent presentations through with- 
drawal of our patronage so long 
as they continue to offend? Is it 
not right that we should discoun- 
tenance immoralities and _ stead- 
fastly refuse to fall im line with 
pagan practices and vain conceits?

Brilliant in 
intellect, with a luminous theolo- 
gical mind and the penetrativeness 
of the exceedingly pure of heart, 
he carried a marked meekness and 
humility of spirit. 

God’s anointed are human be- 

ings. They have the constant pull- 


Ing of nature to combat_that the 


ordinary Christian experiences. It 
does not follow, as some foolishly 
think, that the consecrated are with- 
out perpetual battle simply because 
they have surrendered all to God. 
To believe thus is to despoil the 
will of its noblest attributes. 
Bishop Chartrand was sensitive, 
vital, and possessed all the power- 
ful qualities of mind, will, and 
heart that go to make the great 
saints of God. But in contemplat- 
ing the full devotion to God, the 
burning zeal, and complete self- 
subjugation of the will to the Will 
of God, that men like Bishop Char- 
trand manifest to the world, it is 
well to realize that all these 
mighty characteristics if diverted 
from God would have an equally 
strong force for evil.

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reports presented to them at this 
early stage. 

“Saturday, February 27th, same

“Towards the end,” adds 
another witness, “she went as 
usual to drink, to wash, and to 
pluck some of the herbs. There 
was already a trickle of water 
running along the edge of the 
rock.” (Ibid., p. 301.) 
|. “Sunday, 28th February,” con- 
tinues the laconic Jacomet, “same 
setting, Same exercises. The exer- 
cises, it is true, have multiplied 
somewhat since Friday: the vis- 
lonary is no longer the only one to 
kneel, pray, and recite the rosary: 
all the spectators kneel and pray 
with her.” (Ibid., p. 307.) Once 
again, after remaining sometime in 
prayer, she advanced on her knees 
to the far wall of the Grotto, kiss- 
ing the ground as she went, and 
returned in the same fashion. The 
damp ground soiled her lips and 
hands, but she showed no disgust. 
Old Jean Vergez, the keeper of the 
Grotto, was visibly moved, and 
found outlet for his emotion in 
shouting to the crowd, in stentorian 
tones: “Kiss the ground, all of 
you!” Moreover the crowd obeyed, 
trying as far as the restricted 
space would allow, to follow the 
example set repeatedly by the gruff 
keeper himself. 


Later in the morning, Jacomet 
had Bernadette called out of the 
ranks, when the Sisters were 
marching the children from the 
church, and brought to the presence 
of M. Rives, the Examining Mag- 
istrate. She was getting used to 
this sort of thing by now, and an- 
swered their portentious threats of 
imprisonment with amused forbear- 
ance. They had no case against 
her, and she seemed to know it. “I 
intend to go to the Grotto,” she 
said, as she walked out; “Thurs- 
day’s the last day.” 

That same evening, M. Clarens 
called at the “cachot” hoping to 
trap her into self-contradiction, and 
to persuade her to keep away from 
the Grotto. “The species of indif- 
ference with which she spoke,” he 
says, “the natural charm which 
I nevertheless found in her story, 
her confident replies, her ingenious 
reflexions, all shook my previous 
convictions. ‘Why,’ I asked, ‘did 
you kiss the ground yesterday 
morning at the Grotto?’ ‘The 
vision bade me do so as an act of 
penance, first for myself, and then 
for the rest.’ ‘Has she made any 
communication to you, given you 
any mission?’ ‘No, not yet!’ Her 
replies to all my questions were 
equally satisfactory.” (Ibid.  p. 
309.) 

“Monday, March Ist,” wrete Ja- 
comet, “the young visionary pro- 
ceeded to the Grotto: 1,300 people 
were counted, on their return to 
the town. (Ibid., p. 312.) The op- 
ening of the vision was marked by 
the same general features. This 
time, however, two soldiers stood 
over Bernadette to protect her from 
the surge of the crowd. They 
seemed proud of their charge, and 
when she made as if to advance, 
their gruff voices broke the silence 
with an imperious: “Give way 
there!” Escorted by them, she ad- 
vanced on her knees to the niche, 
kissed the ground, and continued in 
the same way to the fountain, 
whence, escorted back again to her 
place in front of the niche. 

“At a given moment,” says Ja- 
comet, “the visionary took a lighted 
eandle in her left hand, and, with 
her right, held her rosary aloft, 
and her father cried: ‘Quick, up 
with your rosaries!’ It was a sort 
of blessing which they wanted to 
add to the previous exercises. The 
presence of two priests in the mid- 
dle of. the crowd was enough to 
make people believe in a miracle, 
and excite the ardour of the cur- 
iosity seekers.” (Ibid.) As a mat- 
ter of fact, only one priest, the 
Abbe Dezirat, a stranger to the 


'ldeanery, had been present, and he 


had already withdrawn when this 
incident occurred. Nor was the 
rosary gesture intended as a “‘sort 
of blessing.” The curate, M. Pene, 
asked her about it afterwards: 
“They tell me you held a blessing 
of rosaries this morning? Oh, 
no!

visions, in which, while declining 
to exonerate Francois and Louise 
Soubirous from all suspicion of 
self-interest; he was careful to 
stress the absolute sincerity of the 
visionary herself. Poor M, Dutour 
was not altogether at his ease. Un- 
able to resist the temptation to 
skit “the little company who claim- 
ed a monopoly of commonsense, 
reason and science,” and catalogue 
Bernadette as a mental case, he 
was nevertheless afraid to declare 
himself openly partisan to the ob- 
jectivity of the visions, and con- 
tinued instead to sit on the fence. 
The clergy were no less uncom- 
fortable. They had begun by 
turning a deaf ear to these “old 
wives’ tales” about a child whom 
none of them even knew. The par- 
ish priest had then been induced by 
the sceptical intellectuals, on 
whom he depended largely for his 


informatica, to adopt an attitude® 
of aaeomncbeaietion opposition. In 
this he was supported whole-heart- 


edly by at least two of his curates. 
The third, M. Pene, as we have al- 
ready seen, had been impressed, 
though not convinced, by a personal 
interview with the child. None of 
them had ever witnessed a vision, 
because Mr. Peyramale, armed with 
the Bishop’s half-hearted consent, 
had been quick to interdict the 
Grotto to all the priests of his 
deanery. In vain did M. Pene ar- 
gue that it was impossible to judge, 
without going. M. Peyramale only 
replied that it was too dangerous 
to go: as likely as not, the whole 
affair would prove to be a farce, 
or even a scandal, and the Church 
would get the discredit of having 
aided and abetted in a fraud. 

Thé Bishop himself was not in- 
clined to take Bernadette and her 
visions too seriously. Indeed, the 
only priest who really believed was 
M. Dezirat, the stranger whose 
presence at the Grotto we noted 
above, and the only priest who had 
so far been present at a vision; and 
he soon found by the “smiles of 
pity” with which his story was re- 
ceived, that the clergy of the dis- 
trict were no less incredulous than 
the clergy of the town. Whatever 
else the enemies. of the shrine of 
Lourdes may say, they can never 
attribute its origin to the machin- 
ations of an interested clergy. 

They were not, however, to be 
allowed -to remain indifferent; for 
” Tuesday, March 2nd, the Lady 
of the Grotto sent them a _ chal- 
lenging invitation. ‘‘The vision- 
ary,” writes Jacomet in his note- 
book, “remained for some time in 
a state of ecstasy in front of the 
Grotto. She was asked, when she 
retired what the Virgin had said 
to her. Her reply was: ‘The Virgin 
asked for a procession for Thurs- 
day: I shall ask the priests, and try 
to obtain it.’ ” (Ibid., p. 347.)

SAINT 


The traditional figure of Santa 
Claus in the United States, Eng- 
land and some other countries—a 
right merry old soul with snow- 
white hair and beard, red,. black- 
belted suit and boots—usually ob- 
secures the figure of the Saint of 
the Church, Nicholas of Myra, 
from whom Santa Claus is derived 
and who takes the place of Santa 
Claus in many countries. 

Saint Nicholas is usually pictur- 
ed as a benevolent bearded monk, 
striding over frozen hillsides with 
a bag full of toys and gifts for 
young and old. This is the popular 
interpretation, but his representa- 
tions in art are as various as- his 
alleged miracles. 

The idea of connecting Saint

venerated as the patron of mari- 
ners, merchants and travelers. He 
exhibited great virtue and child- 
like humility throughout his life 
and found his greatest consolation 
in the bestowal of alms among the 
poor.

He was 
Bishop of Myra in the fourth cen- 
tury, having been born at Parara, 
a city of Lycia in Asia Minor. He 
suffered under the Diocletian per- 
secution, and in 1087 Italian mer- 
ehants brought his body from 
Myra to Bari in Italy, where his 
relics are still preserved in the 
church of San Nicola.

We learn from the sight of God. 


in the form of the Savior, Father

the surface; but none the less we 
recognize that that. is a book we 
can read and understand, the Book 
Jesus Christ.”

come about entirely in the past 
year. You will recall that just a 
year ago at your annual meeting 
I enunciated these sentiments and 
advocated that the care of the 
Catholic unemployed and the bring- 
ing of government relief to them 
be entrusted to their neighbors of 
their own parishes. Immediately 
afterwards this position was at- 
tacked not only by leaders of other 
religious denominations but even 
by timid ones of our own Church, 
who were frightened by the buga- 
boo of Church interference with 
State affairs. 


“Today these same people are 
considerably. worried as to how 
they can imitate our example. On 
one hand, they are being called on 
by the secular press to care for the , 
poor, even as did the Master, in 
Whose footsteps they profess to 
follow; on the other, they lack the 
principal factor to enable them to 
do this, a body of willing, volun- 
teer, unpaid, charitable workers 
who will give of their time, their 
leisure, their money and their own 
comfort to serve Christ the Lord 
in the person of His poor, such as 
do you men of St. Vincent de Paul. 


Government Report 


“Do you want to know what is 
the judgment today of impartial 
men regarding your work? Two 
experts were recently sent here 
from Washington to examine and 
report. The books were thrown 
open to them by the Central office, 
every assistance given them. The 
report of the Washington experts 
urges that the community at large 
should be better acquainted with 
the work of the Catholic Charities, 
It points with approval to the 
spectacle of four thousand men 
visiting weekly approximately 
eight thousand families in which 
State and private funds are main- 
taining life. It further argues 
that this frequent visitation is not 
only a guarantee that funds are 
being carefully administered by 
the volunteer workers, but, what is 
of more importance, that through 
such a corps of workers those 
families are receiving a stimulus, 
an encouragement, a friendly hand 
in meeting the problem of living 
at a time when all too many are 
giving away to despair. 

“And here let me say, that I 
would be wanting in appreciation, 
in generosity, even in justice, if I 
did not give the credit where the 
credit is due. If our charities have 
merited such high praise, if your 
work and the work of the central 
office is of such high standard as 
to obtain national commendation, 
if today those who were unfriendly 
critics before, are endeavoring to 
copy our example, then the credit 
therefore is due first of all to your 
spiritual director, Monsignor Cum 
mings.”

not by the use of force, not by the 
use of wealth and social power, 
but by the patient, persistent in- 
sistence on the rights of the in- 
dividual, which were finally en- 


throned so to speak, and formally d 


endowed with the Sceptre of Jus- 
tice in the triumph of Christianity. 


But over all these serious con- 
siderations, Christmas throws a 
softness, a gentleness, an atmo- 
sphere of kindliness, a fragrance 
of simplicity and child-like inno- 
cence. It lets loose all the forces 
of gladness and gaiety; it sanc- 
tions even a kind of restrained 
boisterousness, so that, while other 
celebrations are happy: “Happy 
birthday”, “Happy returns”, and so 
forth, Christmas has, for ages long, 
taken as its own the characteristic 
greeting, “Merry Christmas”. For 
gladness and innocent merriment 
are among our inalienable rights, 
and, therefore, like more serious 
things, fall under the “Sceptre of 
Justice.” Indeed, our text from 
St. Paul expressly declares that 
because He loved Justice and 
hated iniquity, God, His God, hath 
anointed Him with the oil of Glad- 
ness over all his fellows. 


Happiness of Children 


This applies particularly to the 
happiness of little children. There 
is no more pleasing sight than to 
see them in front of the recon- 
structed scene of Bethlehem, the 
“Crib”, as we call it, in our 
Churches. Their young hearts are 
made glad, and their happiness is 
completed by the small gifts which 
they receive at home, and their 
young minds are raised to a real- 
ization of what Christmas means 
by the visual representation of the 
first Christmas which they see 
in the side-chapel of our Churches. 


And, at the other extreme from 
the Joyousness of childhood is the 
pale, pathetic beauty of old age. 
A pagan orator, Cicero, celebrated 
the peace and gentleness of the) 
declining years of life. But, he 
visualized only the well-nurtured, 
somewhat intellectually refined 
retirement of a Stoic philosopher. 
Christianity, under the Sceptre of 
Justice, has taken as part of its 
task to make more comfortable 
and more beautiful, at least, less 
sordid, the declining years of 
those who are derelict in the high- 
way of life, who have no natural 
kin, no relative on whom they can 
rely. With us, Catholics, these, 
our brothers, turn today to a kind 
of exuberance of material and 
spiritual enjoyment, and, in their 
own way, they are as happy as the 
children by the Christmas fireside 
at home. By virtue of their rights 
under the Sceptre of Justice, they 
rejoice, as children rejoice. Their 
joys are not the joys of children. 
They are almost. .They are given 
little gifts that they appreciate, 
gifts that, to them, mean much, 
and therefore, are perfect gifts. 


The right of happiness of those 
who are no longer children and 
have not entered into old: age is 
recognized in the Gospel story 
read and explained from the pul- 
pit. No room for the Holy Family 
in the inn,. shelter, after refusal 
at the inn, in a hillside stable, the 
worship of simple shepherds, the 
true value of the scene proclaimed 
by the star in the sky, the advent 
of the Wise Men and the multitude 
of the heavenly army praising 
God and singing, “Glory to God 
in the highest, and peace on earth 
to men of good will.” It was the 
decree of Augustus that brought 
Mary and Joseph to Bethlehem, 
But the authority of Caesar Aug- 
ustus was doomed, when hesitat- 
ing, stumbling, Pilate turned over 
the Saviour to the fury of His 
enemies. In time the “veace on 
earth to men of good will” became 
the law of the civilized world, and 
the rights of the poorest and the 
most forsaken were made the first 
eare of those who succeeded the 
Caesars. 

A Significant Contrast 

Here, I present to you a signifi- 
eant contrast between the birth of 
a Caesar, an heir to the power of 
imperial Rome, and the birth of 
Him Who was to wield the Sceptre 
of Justice, to supersede the rule 
of the imperial Caesar. At Beth- 
jehem, there are no guards to 
stand in rich array around. the first 
Infant slumber of the new-born 
King. He lies in a_ manger; a 
handful of straw is His bed. His 
courtiers are the simple shepherds 
from the hills, whose dignity is

nity that His seeptre is to protect 
for all time to 
Joseph are there, 
ideals of womanhood and 
bewildered manhood in after ages. 
The ox and the ass are there to 
witness the submission to Him of 
His lower creatures, who obey 
His law, much better, perhaps, 
than we do. The scene, as de- 
scribed in the Gospel, presents the 
eternal values better than I could 


oO. 

We turn then to Thee, O Christ, 
on this, the day of Thy birth at 
Bethlehem. We pray for our own 
needs, especially our spiritual 
needs. And we pray for our rulers. 
It is we who have placed them to 
rule over us. But it is Thou Who, 
through us, hast given them auth- 
ority to rule. We pray for the 
rulers of all nations, most of them 
now shorn of the outward majesty 
of kingship, but all of them hold- 
ing from Thy hands the reality, 
if not the symbol, of the sceptre 
of Justice. We pray that they may 
renew in their hearts the love of 
Justice and the hatred of iniquity, 
that they may know and remem- 
ber the rights of Thy children, 
and, so far as their entrusted 
power enables them, defend those 
rights. : 

And if those who labor with 
their hands for their living and 
feel the sufferings of these dis- 
tressing times would approach the 
Crib of Bethlehem, let them re- 
member that Christmas is_ the 
Birthday of a Carpenter Who was 
to be crucified. Let them remem- 
ber, too, that the Man, the Car- 
penter, was God; that He came to 
redeem us; that His Gospel is the 
Gospel of Justice, a Gospel which, 
if adopted, would teach the laborer 
his rights and the employer his 
responsibilities. ° Help us, O 
Christ, to make this Gospel our 
program in dealing with one. an- 
other, for the happiness of all of 
us, for the sway of the Sceptre of 
Justice, for Thy Name’s_ sake. 
Amen. 
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room for such as he and his wife. 
At such a time as this, only the 
ones who could pay well could 
hope to stay at the only inn in 
Bethlehem. 


Sadly he went from door to 
door seeking a place, no matter how 
plain, how poor, where Mary 
might rest. He cared not for him- 
self; he could walk about all 
night; perhaps. the soldiers would 
permit him to keep the fires at the 
barracks replenished, and thereby 
be shielded from the winds; once 
in a while he could rest and doze 
for a few minutes. Joseph was 
used to work. Ali his life had he 
worked from early morning to late 
evening and then he scarcely earn- 
ed enough to supply his wife and 
himself with the bare necessities 
of life. But there was no room for 
them. 

With a heavy heart, yet with 
one not despairing—for the God 
of Israel was great—he gently led 
his virgin wife along the street 
that led to the open country. Dark- 
ness had set in by now; through 
the windows of the houses could 
be seen the lighted candles. Along 
the road groups of soldiers were 
talking and laughing loudly, hav- 
ing filled themselves with food and 
wine. As bands of scattered Jews 
passed, insults were hurled at 
them; Joseph and Mary passed 
this way. 

On and on they pressed; Mary 
was now leaning heavily on Jos- 
eph. He kept on, he knew not 
why, though he knew that the last 
house had been passed. On and 
on into the hilly lands far beyond 
the town. He seemed to know that 
the Lord would take care of Mary 
and of him. Everything was quiet, 
except for the moaning of ‘the 
wind. They were far from home, 
strangers in a strange land. 


As Joseph and his wife were 
going silently along, they heard 
the bleating of sheep and the low- 
ing of cows. They stopped to lis- 
ten and to look; but they could 
see nothing. Then an opening in 
some huge rock covered here and 
there with dirt came into full 
view. They went in and found 
themselves in a shepherd’s cave. 
In the cave were oxén and cattle, 
sheep and lambs, and an abund- 
ance of sweet-smelling, dry straw. 
It was warm within, too, although 
there was no fire, because of the 
breath of the oxen. 

In a corner of the cave near the 
stalls of the oxen, Joseph made a 
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fatigue and wine. While earthly 
artificiality was crumbling, heav- 
enly veracity and eternal splendor 
were shedding their first rays on 
a world that for four thousand 
years had becomi 
and more entangled in the web 
of darkness and sin. The transi- 
tion of Heaven on earth had been 
simple. Who could believe it? For 
countless centuries the coming of 
the Messiah had been heralded; 
His praises had been sung—but 
He would come in great and pros- 
perous days; He would be a mighty 
king, whose very gesture would 
strike terror into every heart. The 
ways of God are great and un- 
fathomable; we cannot understand 
them—if we did, He would not be 
God. |

night the sheep and oxen had been 
driven into their cave-barns be- 
cause of the cold and snow.
